ir: 

As Town Moderator I have been greatly 
perplexed to determine what should best be 
done to carry out one of the votes passed at 
the last town meeting. The vote had to do 
with the Memorial Committee and ran as 
follows: ‘Voted to accept the report of the 
committee that the work of the committee 
be continued and they be requested to bring 
in a recommendation for a distinct war me- 
morial, omitting any plan for a civic center.” 

It will be remembered that this motion was 
an amendment accepted by the meeting 
evidently as a compromise between two 
views, one that the committee’s report should 
be adopted, the other that it should not. 

The wording of the vote as recorded seems 
to the Moderator to mean that the present 
committee should be asked to continue, with 
a distinct limitation in the nature of the sub- 
ject matter to be considered by them. This 
would seem further to be a proper procedure 
inasmuch as the committee have devoted 
more time to the consideration of the whole 
subject before them than anyone else, and 
may fairly be presumed to be more ready to 
take the matter up from this new viewpoint 
than would any new committee be, whose 
services must be enlisted de novo. 

The moderator has a feeling, which he is 
confident is shared by many others, that the 
meeting showed scant courtesy to a body of 
men who had voluntarily devoted much time 
and thought to a public matter. At the same 
time, the moderator believes that a majority 
of those present at the meeting were dis- 
tinctly unwilling to commit themselves to 
any large plan for civic development. Both 
the discussion and the vote seem to make 
this entirely clear. 


In the belief, as above stated, that the 
motion as made and carried contemplated 
the continuance of the old committee, with 
a restricted program, the moderator has re- 
quested the committee to continue its ser- 
vices and to make a report at the next town 
meeting. Inasmuch, however, as Prof. C. H. 
Forbes, who was previously a member, is 
still abroad and is not expected home till 
fall, the moderator has asked Mr. C. M. Fuess 
to serve in his place. 

The moderator realizes that this is an 
unusual way to present the matter to the 
voters of Andover; but he is anxious to have 
the town’s wishes carried out, and believes 
that he has read their wishes rightly in taking 
the action above outlined.

Two Wrong Attitudes 


Yesterday about noon, a truck driver 
abandoned his machine about a mile 
from Andover hill on the Reading road, 
leaving it well into the center of the 
road in such a position that it was 
impossible for two machines to pass it at 
the same time. When it was finally 
reported to the police about ten o’clock 
in the evening and an Andover, officer 
went down to fix up the difficulty, it was 
still in the same position with no tail 
light on the truck at all, and two gas 


headlights, which were lighted but 
which were without lenses. Shortly 
after the officer's arrival, another 


truck, containing the owners of the 
first truck, pulled up to the side of the 
road. The second truck had head- 
lights also, but its tail light was ob- 
viously out of order and in an unre- 
pairable condition. The owner of 
those two trucks is unquestionably a 
criminal and should be regarded as such 
in the sight of the law. To be sure, he 
will probably lose the registration on 
the stalled truck for a period of perhaps 
two months, which is in a way a pretty 
severe chastisement to a man in the 
trucking business, but such a sentence 
from the court will probably not im- 
prove the general condition of other 
trucks he has on the road. It is reason- 
able to assume that a man who drives a 
truck without effective lights, probably 
drives with defective brakes, probably 
overloads his truck, and probably 
coasts down Andover hill at the greatest 
speed possible to make a slight saving in 
gasoline. He no doubt does a great 
many other things which in one way or 
another endanger the lives of his fellow 
men. He does not take a gun in his 
hand and run amuck, but he is never- 
theless a criminal. 

We can perhaps remember a case last 
summer where a stalled truck totally 
without lights resulted in a double 
collision on the Reading road, which 
fortunately did not prove fatal to any 
of the participants. The same thing 
might well have occured last evening 
with more serious results. Presumably 
at least 200 cars passed the spot going 
in one direction or the other, during 
the period when the truck was stalled 
and it is remarkable that nothing 
serious came of it. Is it not peculiar 
that the situation was not presented to 
the police authorities before it was, or is 
it not perhaps that the present-day 
driver hesitates to report a violation of 
automobile laws because he feels a 
certain spirit of camaraderie with the 
man who is doing the violating? The 
attitude of the average driver is antago- 
nistic towards traffic authority, and so 
greatly has that attitude been developed 
by evidences of certain cases where good 
judgment has not been used by those in 
authority, that two or three hundred 
drivers pass a positive menace on the 
road and allow their sense of their 
responsibility to their brother to be 
overweighed by their objection to 
authority. Surely this traffic situation 
will never adjust itself until it becomes 
possible to create some spirit of cooper- 
alion between the public and the 
traffic forces. And it may be said that 
the trouble is equally on both sides. 
One objects strenuously to the patroll- 
ing of the roads by motorcycle police- 
men, at the same time feeling a certain 
spirit of elation if he succeeds in violat- 
ing the speed laws for a dozen miles or 
so without being caught at it. One 
may feel that way because he has been 
fined somewhere for going fifteen miles 
an hour through a town whose signs 
inform him that ten miles an hour shall 
be considered a maximum. Or one 
may feel that way because he has been 
forced to listen to a fifteen-minute 
harrangue, flavored with profanity on 
his past ancestry, delivered because he 
happened to park his car at a perfectly 
safe but illegal angle in some strange 
town. 

At the same time, the policeman feels 
a certain spirit of elation when he pulls 
you up to the side of the road and asks 
to see your license because you have 
been trying to squeeze a twenty-five 
mile rate into thirty-five. Perhaps you 
have been doing that speed on a 
perfectly straight road with few if any 
intersecting streets and very little 
traffic, but the officer is pleased to have

pulled you up because he knows that 
you were trying to pul something over 
on him. Would the traffic conditions in 
the state not improve if the present 
meagre amount of educational work was 
allowed to expand, with the idea 
constantly to the front that the traffic 
forces were interested in gaining the 
cooperation of the motor-vehicle driver, 
and not in pulling a maximum amount 
of offenders into court and suspending 
their licenses or revoking their regis- 
trations? Would not the casual offenders 
become decidedly less in numbers if 
everyone knew that every other driver 
on the road was particularly interested 
is seeing that no one drove in such a 
way as to endanger the lives of his 
fellow-men? Would a stalled truck 
have been allowed to stand for eight 
hours of daylight in the middle of a 
much traveled roadway, and three 
hours of darkness without proper 
lights, if every driver passing such a 
truck felt towards traflic authority in 
such a way that, realizing the danger, 
he would report it promptly? 

Of course, such a situation as com- 
plete cooperation between authority 
and the public is beyond the scope of 
even the most vivid imagination and its 
existence would make police protection 
almost unnecessary, bul it seems reason- 
able to believe that a large proportion 
of traffic regulation violation comes 
from the man who rebels against what 
might be called law enforcement minus 
common sense and courtesy, and that 
at least such amount of violation may be 
done away with if a more concerted 
effort is made by both sides to get to- 
gether and cooperate with each other 
for the general betterment of the 
whole situation.

Plant Pine and Spruce. 

Pittsfield will plant 75,000 trees this 
year, mainly spruce, in the campaign 
for forest conservation started by for- 
esters of New England at a meeting 
in Boston this winter. Other com- 
munity forest plantings will be made 
in various parts of the state, 

In general the trees to be set out in 
the western counties are spruce. In 
the eastern counties the plantings will 
be of white pine. As a means of com- 
bating the serious ravages of white 
pine blister rust, the state is offering 
the immune Scotch pines to be min- 
gled in the new forest areas. 


Fighting Mexican Bean Beetle, 

A promising parasite has been found 
for the control of the Mexican bean 
beetle, which is rapidly spreading in 
the southern states. This parasite 
preys upon at least two species of the 
genus to which the bean beetle be- 
longs. Also there has been found in 
Mexico two varieties of beans which 
show promlse of resistance to the in- 
jurious attack of the bean beetle. One 
is a native white bean and the other 
a wild brown bean, the latter growing 
very abundantly along a stream in 
southern Mexico.

Government Puts Curb on Spain’s 
Telephone Growth 


The telephone development of Spain is 
among the lowest in Europe. According to 
the latest availabel statistics there are only 
about 70,000 telephones in the whole country, 
or about three telephones for every 1,000 
people. Even in the principal Spanish cities 
the telephone is apparently rare enough to be 
regarded as a luxury; Barcelona had nine- 
teen telephones per 1,000 pulation, 
Madrid had sixteen, Valencia, fifteen, and 
Seville about nine. The main resaon given 
for this extremely poor telephone develop- 
ment is the policy of the government in 
refusing to extend the concessions under 
which the various private companies are 
operating at present. The terms of these 
concessions stipulated that the telephone 
plant of the private companies shall become 
the property of the government at the ex- 
piration of the concession, without any com- 

nsation being made to the stockholders. 

his virtually places all these companies 
under a sentence of,death, making it ex- 
tremely difficult for them to attract any new 
capital for future development. 
fhen one considers that Andover has 
232 telephones for every 1000 population the 
small development in Spain is more apparent. 


Number of Ford Trucks Delivered in

FEW BIG BANKNOTES IN USE 


Those of Five or Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars Practically Flourish Only 
in Fiction. 

Banknotes of $5.000 or $10,000 size 
flourish only in fiction. They rarely 
figure in real life outside of bank 
transactions, 

Occasionally a man of the Gates 
type likes to flash a note of dazzling 
dimensions. T saw “Charlie” calmly 
hand a $5,000 bill to the cashier of a 
Philadelphia hotel, observes “Girard” 
in the Philadelphia Inquirer, 

The young man in the brass cage 
had been trained by the Boldt system, 
and he was quite as matter-of-fact as 
the son of the man known as “Bet-you- 
a-million” Gates. So he took the 
$5,000 as if it were an hourly habit, 
and passed back the change, amount- 
ing to about $5,950. 

You can tell that we use few $5,000 
and $10,000 bills by the small number 
of them which weur out. The fe leral 
reserve bank destroys each year just 
about a billion dollars of its own worn- 
out notes, but in eight years It has 
canceled only 50 of the $5,000 and 150 
of the $10,000 denomination. 

It would seem from this that $10,- 
000 bills are three times as common 
as the $5,000.

Pass Life-Saving Tests 


The life saving tests, which were started 
by Captain Miller of the Red Cross, and 
later carried on by those fellows who passed 
the instructors’ tests, came to a close last 
week, Beside the instructors, some thirty 
seniors and seventeen juniors the 
examinations. They have already received 
the insignia; an emblem which is worn on the 
bathing suit, and a Red Cross life aves 
Andover now has a life saving corps of its 
own, All those who formerly passed the 
instructors’ course are allowed to give ex- 
aminations at any time, without further 
authority from headquarters. These tests 
will probably be kept up each year under the 
supervision of those fellows who have quali- 
fied to be instructors. 


The senior tests are those taken by men 
sixteen years of age, or older, while the junior 
ones are for fellows under sixteen years. The 
seniors have to take 18 tests in order to pass, 
while the juniors are only required to do 
nine. Among the seniors, Stevens got the 
highest score, 88, with Fisher and Epler a 
close second and third. Rosenbaum headed 
the junior list with 901-2 points. Shepard 
was next with 88 1-2, and Annis and Cragin 
were tied for third. Of those that took the 
tests under Captain Miller, Wingate’s rank 
of 94 was the highest. He was elected cap- 
tain of life saving and has been in charge of 
the examinations since Captain Miller’s de- 
parture.

Mrs. Nellie Smith, president of the Ladies’ 
Aid read interesting extracts from a paper 
called the Ballardvale Gazette published by 
the Ladies of the Union Congregational 
church and printed at the Lawrence Amer- 
ican office on December 25, 1867. A brief 
history of the village was given as follows: 


But a few years ago (before 1867) where 
nothing but a swamp existed, now rise lofty 
= and towering chimneys which are a 

istinguishing feature of our village. The 
busy hum and toil of enterprise is heard where 
the frog and owl held forth in their native 
elements. 

Some are living now (1867) who can 
remember the only house which stood on the 
site of this village. This house stood nearl 
on the site of the Ballardvale company’s 
factory on the east side of the river and con- 
nected with it was a grist mill of small pro- 

rtions which was the resort of the farmers 
or miles around. 

The origin of the name of this town came 
from the man who owned the house referred 
to above, which was Ballard, and the natural 
stention of the place gave the name Ballard- 
vale. 

All who are accustomed to fish in the 
vicinity of the Burtt farm are aware of the 
fact that a species of grass grows there, tall 
and with an exceedingly sharpe edge. The 
Indians on their fishing excursions up and 
down the banks of the river very frequently 
made incisions above their ankles with the 
grass, and they accordingly termed it saw- 
shin from which the name Shawsheen was 
subsequently derived. 

Following the course of time from this 
poe houses began to spring up; the Bal- 

rdvale Co.’s Flannel Mills were constructed. 
To this company belongs the honor of mak- 
ing the first piece of all wool delaine goods 
ever manufactured in this vicinity. 

About this time the Boston & Maine rail- 
road which ran east of this place was changed 
so as to run directly through the village. 

Then followed the erection of the depot 
containing the hall in which Shawsheen 
Division Sons of Temperance and Good 
Mission Lodge of Good Templars has since 
sprung into existence. We have now one of 
the most prosperous and best managed 
woolen manufacturies in this country, one of 
the most extensive file and steel manufac- 
turing establishments covering a space of 
nearly four acres, and employing six hundred 
persons. We also have a hat factory, shoe 
and gas manufactories, six stores, black- 
smith, tin and barber shops, one church and 
four religious societies. 

The crowning glory of our village will be 
the public common on top f “Pole Hill” to 
contain 50 acres.

| The semi-final between Fore River and 
Holyoke, was played on Balmoral field last 
Saturday, during a downpour of rain which 
continued throughout the afternoon.

The game 
resulted in a scoreless tie which will be played 
over again on Balmoral field on Saturday, 
May 26.
